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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims as presented remain problematic 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph and the amendments raises new issues under this statute, for example, the claims now recite that the 
domain is contained in for example SEQ ID NO:2 etc. and previously the claims read on the polypeptide being in said structure, not just 
the domain portion. Therefore, the claims are directed to any polypeptide structure having a HECT E3 domain which is not supported by 
the instant specification. The response on page 5 state that "the specification as originally filed explicitly teaches specific polypeptide 
sequences comprising a HECT E3 ubiquitin ligase WW domain", however, note that the claims are not limited to that scope as they 
encompass any polypeptide structure with said domain.
